receiving end; 

a sp.«ific destinaiion identifying section to search from the specific destination name 
storage seci Ion a destination name corresponding lo the receiving end which is identified by the 
receiving end identi^ng section; tind 

a notifying section to output a communication result notification indicative of a result of 
the focsiniile transmission to the receiving end only when the specific destination identifying 
section fin<is the con«sponding destination name in Ac specific destination name storage section. 

2. (original) The fecsimile apparanis as claimed in claim 1, wherein the notifying 
section ouiputs a communication result report for each facsimile transmission made to the 
receiving end having the corresponding destination name stored in the specific destination name 
storage section. 



3, (original) The fiicsimilc apparatus as claimed in claim 2, wherein the coTniDunicadon 
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result report has contents and/or format set diffcrenily for each specific destination. 

4. (original) The facsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 2, wherein the notifying 
section displays or prints the conununication result report 

5. I original) The fiicsiinil© apparatus as daimed in claim 1, wherein the notifiring 
section outputs a transmission end sound for each fecsimile uansmission made to the receiving 
end having die corresponding destination name stored in Uie specific destination name storage 
section. 



6. lorigmal) The fiwsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 5, wherein the transmission 
end sound i 3 set differently for each specific destination. 

7. (original) The faosimile apparatus as claimed in claim 1. wherein die notifying 
section prints a stamp mark on a scanned document for each facsimile transmission made to the 
receiving end having the corresponding dcsrination name stored in tite specific destination name 
storage secdon. 

8. (original) The fecsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 7, wherein flie stamp mark is 
set differently fbr each specific destination. 

9. (original) The Eacsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 1. wherein the notifying 
section m ikes the communication report noiification by one or an arbitrary combination of 
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communication repon notificatioiis selected from a group consisting of outputting a 
coimnuTucarion result report, outputting a transmission end sound, and printiug a stamp mark on 
a scanned document, for eacli facaimile transmission made to the receiving end having the 
corresponding destination name stored in the specific destination name storage section. 

10. (original) The facsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 9, wherein the communication 
result report, the transmission end sound, and the stamp mark are set differently for each specific 
destination. 

11. ((ffiginal) A lacsiinile apparatus comprising: 

specific destination name storage means for sioiing destination names of specific 
de8tination^; 

receiving end identiftnng means ibr identifying a receiving end by analyzing terminal 
information received from the receiving end wheii making a fiKsimite transmission to the 
receiving end; 

specific destination identifying means for searching fiom the specific destination name 
storage mems a destination name corresponding to the receiving end which is identified by the 

receiving end identifying means; and 

noting means for outputting a commnnication resuh notification indicative of a rcsuk 
of the facsimile transmission to the receiving end only when the specific destination identifying 
means finds the corresponding destination name in the specific destination name stomge means. 

12. (original) The facsimile jqjparatus as claimed in claim 11, wherein the notifying 
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means makes the comTuunication report notificaUon by one or an arbitrary combination of 
communication report notificatians selected ftom a group consisting of outputting a 
commimicafon result report, outpoiting a transmission end sound, and printing a stamp mark on 
a scanned document, for each facsimile transmission made to the receiving end having the 
eoirespondiiig destination name stored in the specific destination name storage means. 

13. (original) The facsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 12, wherein the 
communicaiion result leport. the transmission end sound, and the stamp marie are set differently 
for each specific destination. 

1 4. (original) A facsimile communicaiion method coroprisii^: 
storing destination names of specific destinations in a storage section; 

identi^g a receiving end by analyzing terminal infiMmation received fiom the receiving 
end when niakmg a facsimile transmission to the receiving end; • 

searching fiom the storage section a destination name comssponding to the receiving end 

vrhid^ is Identified; and 

out|iutting a communication result notification indicative of a result of the facsimile 
wansmission to the receiving end <mly when the corresponding destination name is found in the 
storage section. 

15. (original) The fecsimile communication method as claimed in claim 14, wherein the 
outputting outputs a comnranicaiion result report for each facsimile transmission made to the 
receiving laid having the corresponding destination name stored in tlie storage secdoa

19. (original) The facsimile communicalion method as claimed in claim 18, wherein the 
Transmission end sound is set differently fbr each specific desrination. 

20. (oTiginBl) The facsimile communication method as claimed in claim 14, wherein the 
outputting prims a stamp mark on a scanned document for each facsimile transmission made to 
the receivijig end having the conrespondlng destination name stored in the stoi-age section. 

21. (original) The facsimile communication method as claimed in claim 20, wherein the 
stamp mark is set differently for each specific destination. 



22. (original) The facsimile communicalion method as claimed in claim 14, wherein the 
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outputting makes the communicatioD report notification by one or an arbitrary combination of 
conimtmicaiion report notifications selected from a group consisting of ontpuiting a 
coTrnnonicarion result repon. outpnrting a transmission end sound, and printing a stamp mark on 
a scanned document, for each facsimile transmission made to the receiving end having the 
corresponding destination name stored in the storage section. 

23. (original) The facsimile communication method as claimed in claim 22, wherein tlie 
communication result nsport, the transmission end sound, and the stanq* mark are set diflferenily 
for each specific destination. 

24. (currently amended) A computer-readable otoroga modium which otoroo medium 
tai^eiblv embodying a program of instructioos for causing a computer to carry out a fecsimile 
^netiem ^Aiw^nynirarion method, said method comprising: 

a specific destination name storage steo storing proooduro eauoing tho compwor to etoro 
destination names of specific destinations in a storage section;

26. icvmmtly amended) The computer-readable stesage medium as claimed in claim 25, 
wherein the communication resuU report has contents and/or fonnai set differently for each 
specific desiination. 

27. (currenUy amended) The camputer-teadable etwage medium as claimed in claim 25, 
wherein tlic noiiiying stge praeedwe causes the computer to display or piint the commumcaiion 
result report. 

28. (currently amended) The computer-readable stei«ig» medium as claimed in claim 24, 
wherein tho nodfying m. pseeedaw causes the computer to output a transmission end soimd 
for each fecsimile transmission made to the receiving end having the conesponding destinaUon 
name stored in the storage section. 

29. (curremly amended) The computer-readable steage medium as claimed in claim 28, 
wherein the transmission end sound is set differently for each specific destinaUon. 
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30. (aurready amended) The compuier-readable stesagemedium as claimed in claim 24. 
• wherein the notilVing gteE pfeeedwe causes Ihe computer to prim a stamp mark on a scanned 

document fbr each facsimile uansmission made to the receiving end having the coiresponding 
destination name stored in the storage section. 

31. vcuttently amended) The compuier-readable stefage medium as claimed in claim 30. 
wherein tbe stamp mark is set differently for each specific destination. 

32. (currenrty amended) The compuWr-readableweFaga medium as claimed m claim 24, 
wherein the notifying gteR preeeAwe causes the computer to make the conummication report 
notification by one or an arbitrary combination of communication report notifications selected 
ftom a gro\ip consisting of oatputting a communication result report, outputHng a transmission 
end sound, and printing a stamp inailc on a scanned document, for each facsimUe transmission 
made to the receiving end having the corresponding destination name stored in the storage 
section. 

33. (currentiy amended) The computer-readable etoAge medium as claimed in claim 32, 
wherein flie communication result report, ihe transmission end sound, and the stamp mark are set 
difSsrentiy fiar each specific destinaibn. 
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
